Marina  Gorka.  All-weather  secondary  roads 
connect  tiic  training  area.s  to  tlie  army  barracks 
and  provide  access  to  Marina  Gorka  and  the 
all-weather  secondary  Marina  Gorka-Talka 
road.  Kail  service  is  available  at  MarinaGorka. 

Training  Area  I 

This  area  ('figure  2)  covers  approximately 
5,930  acres,  extends  4 km  east  of  the  army 
barracks  and  has  an  overall  north/south  length 
of  approximately  7 kin.  ITie  training  area  ha.s 
less  than  a 50-foor  variation  in  elevation.  Lo- 
cated in  the  training  area  arc  two  secured  storage 
areas  associated  with  the  army  barracks.  Troop 
housing  and  logi.stic  support  for  the  training 
area  arc  located  at  the  army  barracks. 

'i'raining  facilities  include  one  irregular- 
shaped  area  for  wheeled  'trackcd-vchicle driver 
training,  three  probahtc  moving  target  nins  for 
probable  automatic  weapons  training,  and  one 
possible  small  arms  range. 

riiis  area  is  covered  by  1956  TA1..LNT 
photography  and  11  KLYI  lOLL  mi.s.sions  between 
August  1961  and  Lebruary  1964.  Gomparative 


analysis  revealed  the  following  signilicant 
changes  during  the  .luly  1956  to  August  1963 
period:  fl)  a tank  assault-gun  range  visible 

on  1956  photography  appeared  inactive  in  June 
1962,  and  tiie  area  appeared  to  be  utili/.cd  for 
automatic  weapons  firing  at  moving  targets 
from  static  positions;  and  (2)  track  activity 
in  the  driver  training  area  had  decrea.scd  from 
heavy  in  .luly  1956  to  light  by  Augu.st  1963. 

Training  Area  II 

This  area,  covering  approximately  2,965 
acres,  has  a length  of  4.75  km  and  an  average 
width  of  3.75  km  (I'igurc  2).  The  training 
area  varies  less  than  50  feet  in  elevation. 
Troop  housing  and  logistic  support  are  located 
at  the  army  barracks.  Training  area  11  has 
four  cank/as.sault-gun  firing  ranges. 

The  area  is  covered  by  1956  TAL.LNT 
photography  and  11  KEYilOLL  mis.sions  be- 
tween .August  1961  and  Lebruary  1964,  Gom- 
parat.lve  analysis  reveals  that  an  area  used  for 
unit  field  training  in  1956  had  been  replaced 
by  a tank/assaiilt-gun  firing  range  by  Augu.st 
1961.  Tlie  general  level  of  track  activity  on 
tile  ranges  remained  constant  between  .August 
1961  and  February  1964. 

No  winter  training  was  observed  in  T.A-l 
or  T.A-2  during  periods  of  snow  cover.

Rollraad  Service 

Neitlicr  training  area  is  rail  served,  bur  die 
Minsk-Osipovichi  rail  line  .serves  MarinaGorka. 

Road  Service 

All-weather  secondary  roads  provide 
access  to  Marina  Gorka  and  the  Marina  Gorka- 
Talka  secondary  ro.nd. 


Administrative  and  Troop  Housing  Areas 

Marina  Gorka  Army  Barracks  (AL-l)  pro- 
vides administration  and  billeting  facilities  for 
the  two  training  areas. 

Generol  Storage  Areas 

'l'rainin<g  Area  I lias  two  secured  storage 
areas  related  to  Marina  Gorka  Army  Barracks. 
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Other  Buildings 

'I'raininji  Area  II  ha.s  one  range -support 
building,  associated  with  range  N3,  constructed 
prior  to  July  1956.  Idvc  range-support  build- 
ings associated  with  range  N]  were  first 
observed  on  pliotography  of  June  1962.  Ten 
support  buildings  in  Training  Area  I are  associ- 
ated with  areas  1,,  ,S-1,  and  ,S-2. 

Small  Arms  Firing  Range 

M'raining  Area  I has  a pos.sible  .smtill  arms 
range  (Area  1.)  which  measure.s  approximately 
245  by  90  feet  and  was  constructed  prior  to 
.August  1961. 

Driver  Training  Area 

.Area  M,  an  irregular-.shapeddriver  training 
area  for  wheelcd/trackecl-vehicles,  wa.s  acti- 
vated in  Training  Area  I prior  to  July  1956. 
At  tliac  time  heavy  track  activity  wa.s  apparent, 
but  by  August  1963  the  activity  appeared  light. 

Tank / Assault-Gun  Firing  Ranges 

Area  Ni  is  a 4,100-foot*  tank/assatilt- 
gun  firing  range  with  six  2,675-foot  firing  lanes 
and  eight  moving  target  runs  with  the  following 
angles:**  one  85  degrec.s  right,  one  80  degrees 
right,  and  six  JO  degrees  left.  I'irst  observed

J'C,S-7552/64 
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in  /August  1961,  tills  range  is  located  in  an 
area  formerly  used  for  infantry  field  training 
(July  1956).  I.ight  activity  has  been  apparent 
■since  it  wa.s  first  observed. 

/Area  N2  is  a 4, 700-foot  tank/a.ssault-gun 
firing  range  witli  four  2, 675-foot  firing  lanes 
and  two  moving  target  runs;  one  is  1 10  degrees 
left  and  the  other  30  degrees  left.  The  area 
ha.s  had  consistent  liglit  activity  Virrough  August 
1963. 

/Area  K3  is  a 4, 700-foot  tank/a.ssault-gun 
firing  range  with  three  2,750  foot  firing  lanes 
and  five  moving  target  run.s;  two  are  85  degrees 
left  and  three  are  20  degrees  left.  The  area 
has  consisiently  had  heavy  activity  ihrough 
August  1963. 

/Area  N4  is  a 4,100-foot  tank/assauU-gun 
firing  range  with  tiiree  1,600-foot  firing  lanes 
and  one  pos.sible  moving  target  run  with  an 
angle  of  150  degrees  left.  The  area  has 
consistently  had  ligh.t  activity  through  August 
1963. 

No  winter  training  wa.s  observed  at  rlic 
firing  ranges. 

Special  Training  Facilities 

/Areas  SI.  and  S2  in  'fraining  /Area  I have 
probable  moving  target  runs  tliat  appear  active. 

1 ,ack  of  track  activity,  however,  may  indicate 
that  automatic  weapons  are  engaging  targets 
from  static  firing  lines  located  2,850  feet  from 
runs  at  SI  and  1,700  feet  From  runs  at  S2. 
/A  tank/assaulc-guii  firing  rjmgc  formerly  lo- 
cated at  S2  was  last  observed  active  in  .June 
1962. 
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
